WRECKER TENANTS 


It used to be a common saying before 
the depression that you could tell whether 
the occupant of a house was the owner or 
not by its external appearance. If the lawn 
was tidy, the wood-work painted, the 
garden nicely laid out, then you knew you 
were looking atthe place ofa home- 


owner. On the other hand, if the- building . 


was falling inlo disrepair, weeds abounded 
and the property had an altogether 
unkempt appearance, you were pretty sure 
that that house was rented. 

It was not always true, of course, but it 
happened to be true in enough cases to 
make the observer deduce ‘this rule from 
general experience. The untidy or down- 
at-heel appearance of many rented 
dwellings often is due partly to the 
reluctance of the Jandlord to spend more 
money upon repairs than he has to, partly 
to the carelessness of tenants. The good 
tenants, the people who fulfil faithfully the 
obligations they have undertaken, are 
gems. Their happy landlords have no 
doubt about these tenants’ ultimate destin- 
ation, any more than miserable landlords 
have of the destiny of those tenants who 


imagine they have a perfect right to wreck . _ 


the property. 

Fear of the wrecker tenant has resulled 
in an unwillingness on the part of 
experienced landlords to take _ relief. 
tenants. They are afraid that what they 
gain in rent will be lost many times over 
in what they will have‘to pay out in repairs. 
Most people who belong to that unfortun- 
ate class which has property to rent have 
sad and bitter experiences of the wrecker 
tenant, who is seemingly possessed of 
neither mercy nor conscience.- 

The Welfare Board’s desire, then, to 
notify all relief tenants that the cost of any 
repairs necesitated by them will be 
deducted from the relief they receive will 
cause jandlords’ who now «have rélicf 
tenants to utter prayers . of thankfulness 

and remove a not unreasonable prejudice 
against relief tenants in the , minds of 
other landlords. -There is only one way In 
which you/can move the wrecker tenant 
and that is through the pocket. He is deaf 
to all appeals to justice and fair play, and 
honour i

“RADIO LICENSES ARE DUE AGAIN. 
Every owner of a radio receiving set is 
taxed two dollars per year to-pay for the 
Radio Commission which has to do with 
all things relating to radio broadcasting in 
Canada. The Government also keeps a 
staff of expert ‘trouble shooters” who go 
about investigating complaints of man- 
made interference with radio receiving.

BUSINESS MEN LIKE 
POETRY—PRIVATELY 


What is the place of poetry"in the lives - 
of real he-men? According to Louis 
Untermeyer, distinguished American poet 
and critic, who is himself a former 
manufacturer, it occupies a much more 
important ‘place that most people believe. 

“Everyone,” he says in the current 
Rotarian Magazine; ‘pretends to scorn it 
—and everyone writes it, acts it, lives it. 
Say ‘poetry’ to the average man and he 
willk:-publicly,- at least—either groan or 
guffaw. The man-in-the-street considers 
the proverbial poet almost as much a 
comic-weekly figure as the caricatured 
and Jampooned mother-in-law.” 

However, Mr. Untermeyer relates a 
recent incident which shows thet at heart 
men are different. In addressing a large 
and professional 
men in a Pennsylvania city, he had occa- 
sion to ehallchae the audience to deny its 
instinctive fondness for poetry. 

“There isn’t a man among you,” he 
said to them, ‘who hasn’t at one time or, 
another, written a poem ora piece o 
verse, an expression of something that 
had to be said and which could be uttered 
in no other form. I’m sure ifI were to 
ransack the desks of every individual here, 
somewhere I'd find—probably in a bottom 
drawer, buried benéath cancelled. checks 
or unanswered letters—a rhymed tribute 
or a tender memory 6r, at least, an early 
unpublished valentine.” : 

They agreed. After the leoture, they. 
told him, some sheepishly, some challeng- 
ingly, that they had always held poetry in 
high esteem—privately. 


AIR FORCE FLYING: A OOMPARIGON 


' Reports from Italy which have just 
reached London reveal that in 1934 the 
Royal Italian Air Force flew 185,176 


miles at an average speed of about 109 
miles an hour. Operational conditions 


Air Force are far different, and comparl- 
sons are to some extent misleading, but 
there is legitimate cause for pride in the 
fact that British warplanes flew more than 
twice ag many hoitrs as the Italian air flect 
and covered considerably more than 
double the distance. For the Italian 
Service is reputed to be stronger than the 
British in numbers of aircraft, and might 
be expected to complete at least as many: 
hours’ flying in the year. Evidently, what; 
ever the reasons maybe, the average 
British warplane in service accomplishes 
far more than twice as much flying in a 
year as its Italian counterpart. 
, Statistics given in earlier messages 
have shown that the aggregate mileage of 
the Royal Air Force in 1934 was no less 
than 47,000,000. Hours flown were in the 
neighborhood of 400,000. Accidents were 
at their lowest since the war. Yet the 
British warplanes fly daily on patrol in 
three continents, They are responsible for 
the policing of a million square miles of 
territory, some of it extremely dangerous 
flying country. Several of the squadrons 
overseas are on active service during some 
months every year, Even the squadrons at 
home fly in weather that is notoriously 
fickle and frequently perilous; none would 
dispute the statement that ‘visibilily” is 
generally better in the Mediterranean than 
Much, of the credit for the magnificent 
British record must go to the pilots. Their 
standard of training is high; the deputa- 
tion of the Royal Air Force system 
attracts many foreign service pilots every 
year to England. But even more must be 
attributed to the dependability of British 
Aircraft, engines and navigational 
equipment. Engine failure is nowadays a 
rare occurrence in the Royal Air Force.— 
Society of British Aircraft Constructors.

RUTHLESS CANCELLATION. 
UNJUSTIFIED 


Proposal to cancel the electric power 
contents with Quebec power companies - 


for delivery of power to this province for - 


of ithe Ontario Hydro Electric 
elem of Ontario -has. caused more 
dicuasion than .any other action of the 
present administration. While a few feel 
asense of relief from the burden of 
‘paying for power which is not heing 
used, there is in others the firm conviction 
that the action if carried out will mean 
ultimately greater loss to oe than the 

onts for power used. 

i nromier He burn sitions ce via 
o ots are illegal, void and unenforce- 
selec but holders ofthe bonds of these 
companies claim that the agrecments arc 
fogai and that they bought the bonds in 
good faith on thestrengih of the province's 
contracts with these companies. 

The loss¢s today inthe value of the 
bonds, sustained so far by theholders of 
bonds of the companies involved run inlo 
millions. Even Gatineaus which are not 
inoluded in the contemplated cancellation 
have shown declines. ; 

It is a very serious thing for the 
Government fo sorap agreements. Such 
ruthless action is bound to undermine the 
confidence of inveslors-in Government 
issues. In this case the holders bought 
bonds because they felt that they were 
buying the. very best securities in the 
Dominion because the Ontario Govern- 
ment had contracts with these companies. 
It is well-known that many of the holders 
of these bonds are persons of moderate anil 
small means. who will feel loss in drop 
of values very keenly. : 

But the province should not fail to carry 
out any undertakings any more than an 
individual shoyld do with his agreements 
even jf there should result real stress and 
stringency. . eae ‘ 

The province's credit is just as tender 
and fearsome as that of an individual, and 
if Ontario ghould have to pay more for 
ils loans or if Ontario in the future 
required to buy power which it could not 
quickly. enough develop, what assurance 
would those who would be willing to lend 
money or to sign contracts with Ontario 
have that the-present situation would not 
be repeated in the case of another 
stringency or emergency. 

There should be greater effort at 
negotiations with the power companies 
for a possible modification of the terms if 
they are considered too stringent. That 
action would be far _ better than 
repudiation for it would give room for a 
possible compromise, whichis much more 
to be desired than such ruthless 


scrapping of agreements as the Premier - 


upholds. 

This ruthless course of cancellation is 
not justified and the government does not 
seem to many to be displaying very much 
faith in the industrial improvement of this 

rovince to take the view that the Premier 
has taken, Eastern Ontario some years ago 
had a sad experience of a power shortage 
and no one who went through that 
experience but felt that it was preferabic 
to have an adequate reserve of power to 
meet any emergency of demand than to* 
run the risk of shortage, The province 
entered into these contracts expecting 
expansion of demand for power, that is 
clear. Former Hydro commissioners 
stated that the province could. not afford 
to be caught short of power and that there 
was a margiu beyond which it was not 
f to ge. The Quebec 
bower compunies were ready to carry out 
he terms of the contracts and Ontario 
should be also ready to carry out its 
commitments, At least there should be no 
cancellation nor repudiation of ‘the 
agreements. Rather than that a

It is interesting, in this connection, to 
readthat, contrary to general opinion, 
invention has been slowing up in thost 
countries, Dr. S. C. Gilfillan reports, in 
the Journal of the Patent Office of the 
United States, that for the past few 
decades, no only in that country but 
throughout the world, the number of 
applications has declined " proportion to 
the growth of population, in spite of the 
fact that the addition to the ranks of 
trained technicians has been so great. He 
is unable to account for the falling-off, 
though he mentions several factors. 
Standardization is one; fixed capital and 
the durability of material used are others. 
He even wonders whether the 
ability of the American people has been 
declining.” More probable it is that 
inventors, especially in recent years, have 
not had the necessary financial backing to 
patent their novelties. There has . been 
plenty of leisure to think out new process- 
es, but less ineentive or ability to perfect 
them, :

successful application of that ability to the 
practical problems of industrial and social 


jife--are innumerable. It would certainly. 


be hasty—and erroncous— to conclude

sales talk or spot advertising on Sunday 


over Canadian stations. 

The only fly in the ointment is that the 
gales ballyhoo on the Sabbath will still be 
with us to a diminished extent after the 
Radio Commission’s decree becomes 
effective, since, American broadcasting 
stations will continue to talk shop on the 
day that should be devoted more to the 
spiritual side of life. 

One becomes rather disgusted at times 
with the unpleasant admixture of Sunday 
radio progranis. A twist of the dial beings 
in a solemn church service. Probably 
another station next to the one you're 
listening to is extolling the merits of a 
particular brand of cosmetics, Often there 
is that ruleintrusion of the commercial 
aspect into the religious. Not only is it 
distracting, but it frequently turns the 
listener against the product which is 
recommended with a line of chatter that 
borders on the ridiculous. 

Publications, containing news let alone 
advertising, are forbidden by law to 
publish on Sunday. That is as it should be. ” 
Therefore, it.is quite proper that radio 
advertising which is a pure money- 
making proposition should also be taboo. 

The prohibitive step taken by the 
Canadian Radio Commission on Sunday 
advertising is “certainly in the right 
direction.—Kitchener Record.

Erich Zlegler, 34-year-old Aryan, 
Were decapitated today. 

The two men were accused of 
complicity in the murder of Naz 
German's hero, Horst Wessel, five 
years ago. 

Eppstein, who was 28 years old, 
was said to be the first Jew be- 
heaced in German history. He,and 
Ziegler, both Communists, were 
condemned to death after their 
case had been brought to court for 
rehearing last June, Wessel, the 
man, whose name the official Nazi 
song bears, was slain in 1930 in an 
alleged political plot. 

The executions took place in the 
courtyard of Ploetzensee prison in 
Berlin, where two women, Baroness 
Benita Von Falkenhaym and Ren- 
ate Von Natzener, recently met 
death by the executioner’s axe for 
revealing military secrets to the 
Polish spy, Baron George Von 
Sosnowskl. 

Horst Wessel, martyred bard of 
Nazism, was slain in a fight which 
developed after he engaged In an 
tercation with his landlady over 
his rent bill. The shooting occurred 
January 1, 1930, and several Com- 
munists subsequetly were given 
penitentiary sentences up to six 


years bofore the Nazis won control 1 


of the Reich Government. 

Eppstein and Ziegler, who have 
Steadfastly denied they were accom- 
plices in the slaying, were sen- 
tenced to death June 15, 1934, 

At the first trial Ali Hoehler, who 
later died while serving his six-year- 
term, admitted he held a personal 
grudge against Wessel but contend- 
ed he fired the fatal shot in self- 


defence.

‘s General Erich. Ludendorff on. his 70th 
birthday was:proud to-call himself. “an 
anti-Christian and a heathen” he told an 


interviewer and blamed: Christianity for all , 


the woes which have fallen upon Germany 
in the war years. He said he saw German 
revival only through complete renuncie-- 
tion of Christianity. Will the German 
people achieve the unity it needs? In the 
same breath he‘spoke of Germany’s moral 
Tight -torearm ‘and of his own war on 
Christianity. “‘‘For.a people to limit its 
armaments is an‘offence against the most 
sacred and most divine laws. If the English 
and other countries want to slay Christian 
that is their own Jookout but they will slip 
farther down from ‘their former heights,” 
he said. Ta 

That may possibly be the general’s 
own view but it sounds like spite, as if any 
excuse has tobe found to satisfy German 
national pride in order to blame away the 
disaster on which Germany launched in 
1944. It sounds very much like the recent 
German religious patent whose nominal 
creator is Hitler. It looks like a mere bit of 
effective play-to spur on the Germans. 

But there are.some Germans who are 
not to be spurred on in that way. Catholic 
and Protestant Churches refused to displa 
flags for Ludendorfl’s _ birthday, thoug 
Hitler himself had ordered the flying of 
fags in-his honor.

SOUTH AFRICA’S LOYALTY 


The loyalty of the South African Union 
to the Commonwealth of Brifish Nations, 
a little more than thirty years after the 
conclusion ef a leag and bitter war, is one 
of the most ameaing spectacles in the 
development of the solidarily that exists 
in the great British family. When the 
Campbell-Bannerman Government passed 
the measure for the organization of the 
South African Union, granting it complete 
autonomy, many ardent imperialists 
expressed the fear thal it would Icad (o the 
disruption of the Empire. On thé contrary 
it inspired a lovalty fo British connection 
that has challenged the attention and 
admiration of the whole world. Imperial 
Germany expected a revolt at the ontbreak 
of the Great War in 1914, but was bitterly 
disappointed to find that the leaders of 
the Union at that time, Premier Sir Louis 
Botha and Genera] Jan Christian Smuts, 
rallied to the support of Great Britain as 
did the other dominions, Since that time 
the Union has become solidly entrenched 
in the Commonwealth of Brilish Nations. 

Those whoa remember the long and 
bilter conflict that raged in’ South Africa 
at the close of the nineteenth cenury and 
extending te the twentieth, never 
imagined that such a complete vindication 
of British magnanimity toward a deféated 
foe would result as the loyally demonstrat- 
ed in the Greal War and in the present 
celebration of the Silver Jubilee of His 
Majesty. It should give confidence to 
British people everywhere that democracy 
and iamentary institutions as they 
exist in the British nations will survive 
the shocks of the _ present. political 
upheaval —Brantford Expositor.

O06T OF EDUCATION IN CANADA 


Expenditure for schools, colleges and 
universities dropped from the peak of 
* $178,700,000 in 1984 to $163,965,000 in 
1932, The everesponding figures for the 
school year ending in 1933 show a still 
greater drop to $146,022,000. The fall 
continued in 1934. Though its exact 
extentisnot yet known available data 
indicate the total for 1934 was probably 
not above $130,000,000. Up to 1933 the 
percentage drop was much greater in 
Ontario and the western provinces than in 
Quebec and the Maritimes. Capital 
expenditures have generally been brought 
to a very low level, and teachers’ salaries, 


in the provinces for which 1934 records. 


have been received, show a three-year 
decrease of about one-third. Reductions 
2 in rural 
schools than in towns and cities. A 
shortage of funds. has led some: 
communities to shorten the teaching year 
by a few weeks, bul very few schools have 
been continuously closed for any 
considerable time.—Bureau of Standards.

May the old-time: prints gathered 
together in Colorado in the eventide of 
life, enjoy to the full that good fellowship 
which flows so full and free when good 
fellows get together.

BILL NYE.1S A STRANGER to many

among the first to be syndicated, which in 
his day meant a column of platematter, or, 
“boilerplate” as it was known. Fancy’ 
prices were not known in those days and a 
column of Bill Nye could be purchased 
cheaply—cheaper than it could be set 
by hend. Jt was, of course, second-run 
stuff, having appeared in whatever affluent 
journal was at the time able to afford Bill ' 
ye’s persona! attention and his first-run 
humorosities. Bill Nye was not hilariously 
funny, hisyhumor was of a more subtle 
kind, but he sure had many. admirers. 
‘ Edgar -\Wilson Nye, called “Bill” for 
short, first sprang into prominence as 
editor of the Laramie Boomerang. That 
name alone would indicate that whoever 
named it had a sense of humor, for what 
modern editor and publisher would want 
his paper to come back in boomerang 
atyle, Eremiseuousiys perhaps marked 
‘refused’, or ‘wrong address’, ‘not called 
for’, or the: -many variations which 
indicate. that an unpaid subscription

Bill's venture into journalism was young 
when by pull and perseverance he secured 
a position as editor of the Laramie City . 
Sentinel, May 6, 1876, of which he spoke 
as follows: 

“The opportunity to do reporting came 
to the setae aad: I improved it. The 
salary was not large; it was not impressive. 
It was not calculated to canker’ the soul. 
By-putting- handles. on-it__every:Saturday 
evening I was able to carry it home by 
myself, the distance being short. I used it 
wisely, not running through it as some 
would have done. In this way at the end 
of the year I had two dollars in money and 
a nice new set of whiskers.. I also had 
acquired a gum overcoat, whose views one 


could easily get by. being thrown in its 


society for a few minutes on a warm dav. 


’ The Sentinel was a morning paper. We 


rinted it before sunset and distributed it 
batees sunrise. Thus it had the appearance 
of extreme freshness and dampness. Old 
Jim con pa owned the paper. He gave 
me twelve dollars a week to edit the paper 
—local, ‘telegraph, selections, religious, 
sporting, fashion, polio’ and obituary. 

e said {welve dollars was too much, but 
if I would jerk the press cocasionally and 
take care of his children he would try to 
stand it. Perhaps I might have been there 
yetif Ihadn't had ared hot political 
campaign and measles among the child- 
ren at the same time. You can’t mix 
measles and politics. So I. collected my 
princely salary and quit, having acquired a - 
style of fearless independent journalism 
which I still retain. I can write up things 
that never ocourred with a masterly and 
graphic hand. Then, if they. occur after- . 
ward, I am grateful; if not, I bow to the 
inevitable and smother my chagrin. 

Then he started the Boomerang and 
although the venture was & failure 
financially, it launched Bill Nye on the sea 
of. journalism as a humorist. 

He died in February, 1896, aged 48, and 
his estate totalled more than a quarter of

THE ‘SILLY ASS’ TYPE of Englishman, 
caricatured in the Yankee drama and 
played tp in part by P. G. Wodehouse, the 
author, as foil for his immortal Jeeves, 
the perfect butler, has been taken by some 
as a type for the average young English- 


man of title. Ofcourse the ‘Sijly Ass’ is | 


not a type so much as a disguise, and not 
at all typical of the monocled sons of 
English biguns. It is refreshing therefore, 
to read about Captain Robert Anthony 
Eden, who at thirty-eight.is one of the 
best known and cleverest diplomats in the 
great conclave of nations now 
manoeuvreing for advantage in _ the 
everlasting game of European politics. 
He it was who accompanied Sir John 
Simon to Berlin to talk turkey to Herr 
Hitler, the Bad Boy of Europe, who keeps 
crying for more lollypops. It was Anthony 

en who stroked down the militant hairs 
of Italy and Jugosiavia in 1934 when war 
threatened over the assassination of King 
Alexander at Marseilles. Recently he has 
been conducting a series of conferences 
in the capitals of Europe which may have 
& powerful ‘influence in preserving peace. 
He is Sir John Simon’s assistant in the 
British Foreign Office, and his chief places 
great'reliance upon his judgment, He was 
a Breede Miajee in the Army during the 
World War befora he was twenty-one, 
and won the ey Cross for gallantry. 
On active service in the far East he became 
interested in Oriental languages, the study 
of which he followed up later at Oxford 
University, winning first-class honors. 
Then he turned to politics and was elected 
member of parliament. His parliamentary 


* career was meteoric, and now at thirty- 


eight he is perhaps the most outstanding 
figure in parliamentary circles, combining 
as he does so much knowledge of foreign 

e and languages with shrewd 
diplomatic ability, all of which makes him 
perhaps the most valuable unit in the 
Foreign Office. It was Captain Eden who 
arsanged the meeting of European nations 
at Stresa in an effort to devise peace plans 
that would prove an effectual antidote to 
the war fever which keeps breaking oul 
in various places of Europe, spurred by 
Hitler sparks from Berlin. That his health 
should break down after so much 


strenuous labor during the past month or. 


so isnot tobe wondered at, and his 
absence from the peace conference in 
consequence is a matter of sincere regret. 
So important was the conference and so 
serious the absence of Captain Eden that 
Premier Ramsay MacDonald himself took 
his place.

Preliminary: Investigation 
of Murder Charges at 
Bournemouth 


Bournemouth England April 17— 
(OP)—Preliminary hearing of mur- 
der charges against Mrs. Alma 
Rattenbury 31 and her 19-year- 
old chauffeur George Percy Stoner 
continued today with public in- 
terest greater than ever.

But a modern 
scientist has put the inquiry into the form 
of an informal questiopnaire and has 
reached the following conclusion, amon 
others: that “despite depressions, har 
work and the uncertainties and griefs of

GOVERNMENTS SHOULD ARRANGE

commercial fishing of the mouth of the 
Napanee River, Hay Bay and Muscote Bay

egal, in the manner in which he 
gets his fish in waters close to the reserve, 
what is there to prevent white men taking 
up residence on the reserve and either 
running seines themselves or getting the 
Indians to run them. This is something 
that should be thoroughly investigated. 
indeed, no white man living on the Indian 
reserve should be sold a commercial 
license to fish in the Bay of Quinte. Nor 
should he be permitted to fish any olher 
wayaslong ashe isa resident. of the 
reserve. This should prevent white people 
from taking up residence on the reserve 
for the sole purpose of fishing illegally and 
by illegal means. 

And this brings up another point. The 
Indians are wards of the Dominion 
Goverment. They have resented the 
actions of the Provincial Game and 
Fisheries overseers going on the reserve 
and seizing seines. One year ago a 
Deseronto game warden seized nets along 
the Indian Reserve and the Indians took the 
matter to the Crown. Provincial overseers 
made a clean-up of seines on the reserve 
one night only to be told by the department 
at Toronto not,to attempt that again, 

_ It is quite possible to stop commercial 
fishing in the’ Bay of Quinte by white 
residents but what can be done about the 
Indians? This would appear to be a matter 
for Dominion and Provincial Governments 
{o settle, and it should be settled to give 
the new Bay of Quinte Tourist and 
Publicity Association a better chance to 
function for the betterment of all.—

Too 
often the former leads to dangerous 
brooding on Wrongs and too often the 
latter to temptations ending in crime. 

Both are inimical to a healthy social 
outlook. But. how much longer are the 
young people—young people who are 
more and more convinced of the artificial 
nature of the present situation—expected 
to tolerate this denial of rightful 
opportunity?—Ottawa Citizen.

But th 
circumstance is hardly remarkable, 
Busiriess in stocks, which determines 


of Jate barely half as large as it was a yeas 
ago, and at the smallest total since 1922, 
“Loans on securities by member banks arg 
'$648,000,000 less than a year ago. Mean~ 
time bank ‘reserves in excess of legal 
requirements’ have this year reached 
proportions. hitherto unimaginable; tha 
Treasury's issues of short-term bills have 
— discounted by banks at 4% of 4 pen 
cent, 

As a matter of fact, however, this is 
not by any means.the first occasion when 
the Stock Exohange call money has fallen 
to nominal figures. It was quoted at 14 of 
4 percent. in two weeks of 1904, when 
what was considered a moderate . Stock 
Exchange reaction had occurred; in 1894 
that was the prevailing rate during several 
months of Spring and Autumn. Even in 
the depression after 1873, when American 
bank resources were described as meager, 
the Wall Street call-money rate went to 
4 per cent, in 1876, in 1877 and in 1878. 

It was always said in retrospect of those 
older. cheap-money periods that 
superabundant credit paved the way te 
*business revival. But, as in the Nineties 

and the Seventies, it was often slow in 

producing that result. That was because 
requisitions on the money market 
sufficient to take upthe slack in credit 
were made possible not alone because of 
banks’ webingness to Iend but because of 
willingness.of sound enterprise to borrow, 
and this necessitaled return of business 
confidence. The mistake into which our 
Government has repeatedly fallen was its 
assumption that the piling up of larger and 
larger available credit facilities was all 
that was necessary to insure business 
revival. If confidence in public policies as 
a whole were to be restored, we should 
have a very different picture in the money 
market.—New York Times,

FARM HELP NOT PLENTIFUL ~ 

Ip times like these with so few jobs 
offering, one would expect «to * find 
thousands of young single men seeking 
employment on the farm. That, however, 
is not the case. In fact young men willing 
to accept farm jobs for the summer aro 
surprisingly few. Farmers are-offering up 
to $20 per month with board and washing 
for eight months and meeting with a 
disappointing response. 

One would expect. that in every 
community there would be young men not 
needed at home who would be willing to 
engage with neighbor farmers for the 
summer; and it is reasonable to conclude 
that on the unemployed lists of towns and 
cities there can be found the names of 
Poung men with previous farm experience. 

f such men do exist they are certainly not 
coming forward and asking for employ- 
ment that provides a ‘good living in 
addition to a fair wage. 

The alatming feature of this situation 
is the scarcity of farm help in a time when 
so many men are. unemployed and relief 

s have grown to such 
staggering figures. There are grounds for 
the suspicion that relief policies are 
destroying the morale of young men and 
ruining them for life. It is bad enough to 
burden the people with a load of debt and 
impair the nation's credit; but if relief 
expenditures go further and break down 
the morale of the country’s young men, 
then some measure of economic reform 
cannot be introduced a day too'soon.

In “the play ‘“What~ Every Woman. 
Knows,” an ambitious but egotistical and 
not very bright young man breaks into a 
house forsthe purpose of carrying on his’’ 

+ studies, and eventually marries the clever - 
young woman of the household. This is 
commonly regarded as an amusing . 
fantasy.:But now comes the fact. A burglar 
in England was caught because he picked 
up and began to read a book which made 
such an impression on ‘him that he burst 
into tears and cried himself to sleep in the 
armehair. Another burglar, in (airo, 
wasted time by giving himself a hot bath. 
on the premises he had entered. By the 
time he was washed and dressed, a 
policeman was waiting for him. 

We are far from holding up these 
actions as examples. Yet we think the 
‘offenders deserved. lenient treatment. 
They do not seem to be marked out fora 
criminal career, One was not only studious 
but soft-hearted, while the worst type of 
criminal is soft-headed and hard of heart. 
If he bursts into tears it is usually over his 
own misfortunes, not over those of Oliver 
Twist or Little Nell, But there is evidently 
hope for a burglar who wants only what 
he could obtain in a free library, Thé other 
fellow’s desire was equally laudable.
